1. SHAYKH SUHAYM BIN HAMAD AL THANI, FOREIGN MINISTER OF QATAR, 
IS EN ROUTE TO US FOR UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY (REFTEL). HE 
DEPARTED DOHA AUG 29 FOR CAIRO VIA BEIRUT TO ATTEND SEPT 

1 ARAB FOREIGN MINISTERS' MEETING. HE WILL THEN GO TO LONDON 
FOR PRIVATE VISIT. 

2. SHAYKH SUHAYM HAS INDICATED TO ME HIS WISH TO COME TO 
WASHINGTON FOR A FEW DAYS BEFORE THE GA WHERE HE IS SCHEDULED 
TO SPEAK ON SEPT 24. HE WOULD, OF COURSE, EXPECT TO SEE THE 
SECRETARY, AND I BELIEVE HE WOULD NOT COME UNLESS THAT A 

REAL PROSPECT. (I HAVE ALREADY RECOMMENDED THAT THE SECRETARY 
SEE SUHAYM DURING GA.) 
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3. RECOGNIZING DEMANDS ON SECRETARY'S TIME AND FACT THAT ONLY 
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IMAGERY INVOLVED HERE, I REQUEST DEPT CONSIDER INFORMALLY 
INVITING SUHAYM TO WASHINGTON FOR BRIEF MEETING WITH SECRETARY. 

IF THIS A POSSIBILITY, ARRANGEMENTS COULD BE WORKED OUT WITH 
QATARI EMBASSY WHICH WILL HAVE MORE DEFINITE INFORMATION ON 
SUHAYM'S ITINERARY.
